March Elections to be Epoch-Making 



The second term of the academic session 1911-'12 is now 
well advanced and its end is hoving into view. 'I he month 
of Mnrch will witness as usual the annual elections fur most 
of the important undergraduate oiiices and especially for the 
presidency of the Students' Council, in this election o; the 
official bead of the undergraduate body every student has 
nti excellent right to be interested. Every student who can 
term himself a full fled m d undergraduate contributes t 0 the 
support of the Council aiai should, therefore, he fundament- 
ally interested in 'its guiding policy. 

• « * • « 

The events of the season Mil-' 12 are of such importance 
in both their immediate and remote effects that it is a mat- 
ter ol ii" small dillieulty to estimate to what extent under- 
graduate activities must obatrgc in order to ndctrun uly cope 
-villi lb, problems ol" a new era at the University, As the 
tune for registering our annual opinion on local politics 
continues to draw closer it is surely pertinent, and indeed, 
only public-spirited to commence discussing the "pros mid 
eons" of undergraduate affairs, 

» • . • • 

In the lira place, then, there are some reforms the nature 
of wbieli demands immediate attention. Let us consider the 
mpsl o-ittseajjding ease 61 this Rind. The Union has reached 
an neut e crisis, its progress to date has been everything 
but satisfactory. Kach year has registered an increasing 
deficit. When the membership fee was five dollars, as last 
session, the deficit was in excess of three thousand dollars. 
With the fee double the former amount, this year's state- 
ment will be substantially the same. Such a sinte of af- 
fairs certainly cannot persist. We have come to the partin ■ 
of the ways as far n« tb'j Union is concerned. It must either 
struggle along as at present with an annually increasing de- 
ficit and with its end n matter of a very few years or else 
the whole manner of its financial sui port mi st 1 c ra lically 
altered. 01 these alternatives surely there can be n 0 McGiU 
man who would prefer the former. If there is, he is un- 
worthy of his status as p undergraduate, and his position 
in n self-respecting community. 

» ■< • • • 

As the centre of all student activities— as n : Vi factor in 
the up building ami formation of the spirit of Greater Mc- 
Gill— as the scene which, above all others, lingers in the 
sacred alcoves of the graduate's memory linking him for all 
time to his Alma Mater— the McGill Union is absolutely and 
undeniably indispensable to the University and its best 
interests. That it should be supported and well supported, 
is a proposition which is self-evident. And bow is the Union 
to be supported ? Obviously not by the system of volun- 
tary contributions which has been in vogue to dnte. 

« • • • • 

The problem of the Union calls for one of two solutions. 
It must either secure n pcrmnnent endowment or it must 
be supported in exactly the same manner as nthletics arc at 
present supported. In other words, if the University does 
not see fit to put aside $100,000 of the Campaign fund to 
endow the Union, it will be almost necessary to impose a 
Hmall Union fee ns part of the annual amount required of 
each undergraduate by the burBnr's office. As a similar 
situation confronts several other important student activi- 
ties, the new scheme which is now being evolved by a select 
committee will attempt to offer a permanent solution to the 
problem of financial disability which sadly handicaps all tbe 
large undertakings of the student body. The other phases of 
this question we reserve for future discussion. 



EDITORIAL NOTE. 

The Harvard Crimson reciprocated the felicitations of the 
McGill Daily in n special editorial. After quoting from our 
editorial of Saturday, the Crimson comments ns follows : 

"Harvard holds an unique position among the larger col- 
leges of the United States in its relations with Canadian 
colleges, represented particularly by McGill. Back in the 
eighties n football game between the two was an annual 
event, but hockey, being strictly a Canadian game and of 
growing popularity here, took the plnce of football in 1907. 
Since then the two colleges have come into ever closer rela- 
tions. The clean pluying on Saturday is the best indication 
that this friendly feeling will continue year by year and so 
strengthen a bond of international sportsmanship."
